Local Pair Accused of 
Cheating Bean Pickers 
To Face Court Today 


An Oakland labor contractor and 
his foreman are scheduled to ap- 
pear today (Friday) in the Niles- 
Centerville Judicial District Court 
to enter their pleas on charges al- 
leging that they cleared more than 
$100 a day by short-changing bean 
pickers. 

Named in the complaint signed 
by W. A. Kerlin, Alameda County 
sealer of weights and measures, 
are Tommy Coleman, 38, of 1109 
Linden St., and Carl Porcher, 28, 
of 9229 F. St., Oakland. 

Coleman and Porcher are 
charged specifically with stealing 
20 cents from two undercover 
agents by false weighing of four 
bean containers. The agents had 
been assigned to work as bean 
pickers in order to investigate 
charges by farm laborers that the 
Oaklanders were adding from two 
to three pounds to the weight of 
their bean hampers. 

According to the agents’ report, 
Coleman and Porcher were able 
by such means to pocket about 
2% cents per pound. The agents 
reported that they made approxi- 
mately 80 cents during the morn- 
ing that they picked beans, and 
estimated ,that the Oakland pair 
equaled that sum by falsely adding 
to the weight of their baskets. 

On the same day that the agents 
were gathering their evidence it 
was reported that more than 160 
laborers were working for the ac- 
cused pair. 

It is expected that if Coleman 
and Porcher are found guilty; the 
Labor Commissioner here will hold 
a hearing on the case and possibly 
revoke Coleman's license,

The California Committee for 
Graves for Governor and Roybal 
for Lieutenant Governor has _ is- 
sued a statement on goals achieved 
by the committee at the Santa 
Barbara convention of the State 
Federation of Labor: 

Another step towards a Novem- 
ber victory was accomplished at 
Santa Barbara. The AFL Graves-

3. Hold a mass meeting rallying 
the Democratic forces in the Fed- 
eration. 

“No longer can the Knight-

delegates than the LLPE. Our 
delegates came not only because 
they were nauseated with the

Granat Boosts Pay 
Of Watchmakers: 


By GEORGE F. ALLEN 

The San Francisco Agreement 
could be re-opened for a wage ad- 
justment only, on October 15, 1954. 

The Executive Board had met 
and was to recommend that all fu- 
iture journeymen employed who 
have had four and one-half years 
bench experience, be paid a rate of 
$2.62% per hour which now pre- 
vails for journeymen with two and 
one-half years continuous service. 

Before this recommendation 
could be acted upon, Mr. Joseph 
Granat of Granat Bros. called me 
into his office and informed me 
that he was granting a 5 cents per 
hour increase to his employees in 
the watch renair department, to 
become effective August 30, 1954, 
which is one and one-half months 
in advance of the contract date. 

When IT passed this information 
on to the Granat Bros. members of 
our union, they were pleased with 
the voluntary wage increase and 
requested that the union send a 
letter to Mr. Granat expressing 
their appreciation. 

Of course, this wage increase 
will now change the outlook of the 
re-opening of the union agreement 
on October 15 and there is no 
doubt but that the Executive 
SZoard will now recommend that a 
5 cents per hour increase on the 
minimum wage be granted on Oc- 
tober 15, to other members of the 
union, so that the new cohtract 
will then read $2.67'4 cents per 
hour instead of $2.62'4 per hour.

Haggerty of the State Federation of Labor arrived in our 
office just as the Labor Day issue of East Bay Labor Journal 
went to press, so unfortunately it could not be published by us 
until this present issue. We are glad to publish it, however, 
even though belatedly. Neil Haggerty both by virtue of the 
high office he holds in California labor unionism and by 
the deserved regard in which he is held personally is a man 
to whom we all like to listen, whether he is speaking or 
writing. 

In the course of his Labor Day Message Brother Haggerty 
makes three statements on the State election in November 
which we excerpt and number in the order in which we feel 
they should be discussed: 


1—“Our endorsement decisions were reached by the only 
method open to free men—by majority vote.” | 


But it was not the convention of the State Federation of 
Labor which cast a majority vote for the labor-hating Knight 
and Powers for Governor and Lieutenant Governor; it was! 
the State Labor League for Political Education, which has as 
affiliates only a small proportion’ of the AFL local unions of 
the State. | 


2—“History can show the fearful wreckage of organizations 


which left the base of majority vote for the satisfaction of personal 
preference or personal taste.” 

But it is not ‘‘personal preference or personal taste’’ which 
causes labor unions to rebel against notorious anti-labor re- 
actionaries such as Goodwin Knight and Harold Powers: it 
is principle, the Gompers principle of rewarding our friends) 
and punishing our enemies: Knight and Powers are labor's) 
enemies. History can show ‘“‘the fearful wreckage of organiza- 
tions’ which built on the sandy base of supporting their ene- 
mies against their friends. 


3—“Unity is a first law of labor. It is against everything we 
stand for to ignore majority decisions ... Unity must and shall be 
the way of the American Federation of Labor.” 


MUST and SHALL are mighty big words to impose on| 
the free American citizen. When we go into the secrecy of | 
the ballot booth we vote as we please—no MUST OR| 
SHALL goes in there with us. And in the public gathering| 
hall of our conventions some of us, when we feel a wrong| 
path is being taken, get up and say so. 

And right up to the November election we shall say that 
we ask for labor unity also—we ask all labor people to vote} 
for Richard Graves for Governor and Edward Roybal for| 
Lieutenant Governor, the Democratic candidates. 

But it is advice only that we give our readers: there is no| 
MUST OR SHALL. Let their consciences be their guides, as| 


our consciences have been ours.
